fiznified to bis Commiffionersar the Diet of Pref- 
burg, that his Earneft Defire is, the Hungarians affembled 
there, fhou’d flate, and give an Account of their Grie- 
vances, the Emperor being defirous to redrefs the fame, 
to the utmoft of his Powers; and in particular he will 
peimit the Proteftants, to build fome Churches, though 
iuton the fame foot with thole in Silefia: The Danith 
Troops, which are in Bavaria, have at laft receiv’d Or- 
ders to march for Hungary. 

Cologne, May 1. N. S. Sometime fince, there wasia 
rifing of the Mob in this City, occafion’d by the Ser- 
mons which the Prufian Refident caus'd-to be preach’d, 
Every Sunday, by a Minifter from Cleves,whom his Pruffi- 
an Majefty. had feat to him. Things have been quiet 
fince, til Yefterday when feveral Incitations were pofted 
up in many places of the City, to lavite the Romith 
Zealots to repair at a certain Hour before the Refident’s 
Houle, in order to Infult the fame. Hereupon feveral 
Scholars and Common People got together, and com- 
mitted feveral Outrages, but fome Companies out of the 
Garrifonscoming up, difpers’d the Rioters.
